The  difficulty  lies  in 
the  delays  and   obstacles   imposed  in   the 
dispatch  of  ordinary  routine  business  of  llie 
city.      In  the  license  department,  applicants 
are  compelled  to  leave  their  revenue  tax  re- 
ceipts and  licenses    for  the  preceding  year 
and  then  await  the  pleasure  of  the  munici- 
pal   officials.     Some   people  complain  that 
t:iey  have  been  kept   waiting   more   than  a 
month.     In  view  of  the  fact  that   a  renewal 
of  license  can  be  taken  out    in  ten  minutes, 
this  delay  is  wholly  inexcusable.     Add  to 
this  the  risk  of  losing  one's  previous  license 
and  receipt  for  internal    revenue  taxes    and 
we  have  more  than  reasons  enough  for  con- 
demning llie  practice.     It  must  be  confess- 
ed that  the  steadily  decreasing  efficiency  oi 
public  officials,  who  were  bad   enough  be- 
fore, is  far   from    being  a   hopeful  sign  of 
good  government  under  the  republic.    The 
public  is  served  worse  than  ever  before,  and 
the  standard    of  official    responsibility    and 
efficiency  is  steadily  being  reduced.     There 
certainly  ought   to   be  some  means  of  pro- 
tecting   the    public    against    extortion,    or 
neglect,  on  the  part  of  men  placed  in  offi- 
cial positions,    and  we   know  of  no  better 
place  to  begin  than  the  local  government  of 
this  city,

It  is  pleasing  to  observe  that  the  minister 
of  finance  has  found  a  large  grain  of  com- 
fort in  the  results  of  the  Associacilo  Com- 
mercial investigation  into  the  state  of  the 
market,  from  which  he  learns  that  the  causes 
ol  our  present  troubles  are  purely  accidental 
for  which  the  government  is  not  at  all  to 
blame.  With  exchange  al  17  pence  and 
prices  advanced  from  50  lo  100  per  cent  on 
all  the  necessaries  of  life,  with  wild  specula- 
tion on  every  side  and  a  serious  crisis  threat- 
ening the  market  because  of  the  multi- 
plicity and  excess  of  obligations  incurred, 
it  is  very  comforting  to  learn  that  there  is 
nobody  to  blame.  There  arc  some  ob- 
servers who  believe  that  the  financial  policy 
of  Ruy  Barbosa  is  largely  responsible  for 
all  this,  and  that  the  scores  of  speculative 
banks  organized  under  his  fostering  care 
are  directly  responsible  for  the  present  crisis. 
The  banks  in  question,  however,  say  that 
there  is  no  crisis;  we  have  only  been  de- 
veloping our  wealth  just  a  little  too  last. 
The  gootl  old  Associacao  eagerly  siezes  the 
idea  and  assures  the  minister  that  we  have 
nothing  more  than  what  that  eminent  and 
patriotic  Argentine  financier,  Juarez  Celman, 
called  a  "crisis  of  prosperity.''  And  now, 
in  his  turn  the  minister  accepts  the  soothing 
diagnosis  ami  ventures  to  hope  that  the 
good  men  who  have  discovered  the  trouble 
will  see  Lo  it  that  no  harm  results.  From 
this  we  gather  that  the  government  will  do 
nothing — not  even  lo  punish  those  who 
are  openly  and  shamelessly  swindling  the 
public,  No  one  ever  seriously  believed 
that  the  banks  would  put  a  stop  to 
speculation,  nor  have  they.  The  situa- 
tion has  been  steadily  getting  worse, 
failures  lo  meet  obligations  are  not  in- 
Irequent,  the  possibility  of  saving  all  the 
companies  and  providing  money  for  their 
calls  is  no  longer  considered  possible,  and  a 
good  majority  of  the  public  has  at  last 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  crash  is 
now  impending.  Over  a  half  of  the  opera- 
tors who  blocked  the  street  two  weeks  ago, 
have  mysteriously  disappeared,  ami  with 
them  many  a  hope  of  realizing  on  paper 
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daily  declining  in  value.  It  the  minister 
will  take  ihc  trouble  to  look  around  him, 
lie  will  find  every  one  loaded  down  with  de- 
preciated shares  oi  almost  every  conceivable 
kind  of  company,  all  showing  a  heavy  loss, 
and  not  a  few  threatening  ruin  to  their 
holders.  Perhaps  it  is  all  right  though, 
and  a  Tew  more  days  will  bring  us  the  ar- 
dently desired  relief,  but  we  must  confess 
that  our  faith  in  that  direction  is  extremely 
weak ,

-Brazil,  France  and  the  United  Stale; 
that  a  meeting  for  negotiating  peace  was 
held  on  the  3rd  under  the  protection  of  the 
ministers  lepresenling  those  countries.  It 
is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  th;tt  the  negotia- 
tions will  lead  to  the  immediate  cessation 
of  a  struggle  which  can  have  mi  other  re- 
sult than  the  ruin  of  all  concerned.  At  the 
same  time,  it  will  he  generally  hoped  that 
the  terms  ol  peace  will  be  sufficiently  fav- 
orable to  the  revolutionists  to  render  it 
impossible  for  H;ilm;iccda  to  continue  the 
insane  policy  which  led  to  revolution,  and 
which  will  secure  for  them  an  opportunity 
to  procure  a  more  liberal  form  of  govern- 
ment lor  Chili.  While  Balmaceda  remains 
in  power,  civil  liberty  and  reform  will  he 
practically  impossible.  The  war  was  caused 
by  his  despotic  policy,  and  consequently 
that  policy  should  be  the  first  thing  sacri- 
ficed in  the  interests  of  peace.  While  we 
desire  most  ardently  to  sec  these  efforts  ti 
secure  peace  crowned  with  success,  we  dt 
not  care  to  see  them  secured  by  com  pro- 
mises which  leave  the  causes  of  the  slruggh 
untouched  and  unsettled.  Such  a  peno 
can  nut  be  lasting. 


Thk  Jornat  do  Commcrrio  of  the  3rd 
instant  calls  the  attention  of  the  public  to 
the  need  of  making  inquiries  into  the  or- 
ganization and  administration  of  the  com- 
panies in  which  so  much  money  has  been 
invested.  It  is  certainly  strange  that  so 
many  companies  could  have  been  organized 
and  so  much  money  invested  without  arous- 
ing some  slight  curiosity  as  to  the  destina- 
tions to  which  the  money  has  been  con- 
signed. We  know  that  scores  of  company 
promoters  and  directors  have  grown  sud- 
denly rich  ;  we  know  that  extravagant  prices 
have  been  paid  for  various  kinds  of  property  ; 
and  we  know  that  impossible  dividends  have 
been  declared.  No  one  can  affirm,  however, 
that  all  this  has  been  done  honestly  and 
judiciously.  The  sudden  collapse  of  spec- 
ulation is  proof  positive  that  these  enter- 
prises have  not  been  managed  properly.  A 
sound  enterprise  may  be  hurt  by  a  crisis, 
but  if  it  has  been  honestly  and  intelligently 
managed  it  certainly  ought  not  to  collapse 
at  the  very  first  premonition  of  hard  limes. 
If  the  truth  were  known,  too  much  of  the 
money  invested  in  this  city  during  the  past 
year  has  gone  into  the  speculator's  pocket. 
Patriotism  and  industrial  enterprise  have 
been  very  good  excuses  for  the  activity  dis- 
played, but,  after  all,  personal  interest  has 
been  the  chief  motive  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases.  And  even  were  this  not  so,  sound 
business  principles  demand  a  strict  account 
from  every  man  entrusted  with  the  use  of 
another  man's  money.  One  may  confide 
much  in  his  friends,  but  even  there  never 
to  the  extent  that  the  Brazilian  public  is  con 
riding  in  the  company  organizers  and  direc- 
tors of  to-day. 


Till:  NEW  TREATY  WITH  HIE 
UNITED  ST  A  TES. 

Peunamuuco,  April  24th,  1891. 
To  the  Editor: 

Sir,— -Your  issue  of  April  71b  I  have  only  now 
received,  It  is  difficult  to  carry  on  a  discussion  ill 
such  distances  of  time  and  space,  but  as  you  ask, 
somewhat  plaintively,  "What  is  Brazil  to  gain  liy 
withdrawing  from  the  treaty  with  the  United 
States?"  you  will  perhaps  allow  me  to  attempt  an 
answer  to  the  question. 

The  figures  supplied  by  Mr.  Itlaine,  (sec  Rio 
Nkws  April  71)1)  (hough  evidently  far  from  exact, 
will  help  us  to  see  the  bearings  of  the  question, 

From  these  figures  it  appears  thai  under  Tabic 
A,  Brazil  imports  from  the  United  States  articles  of 
the  value  ol  $3*394,635.00,  Hitherto  these  arti- 
cles have  paid  duties  ranging  from  15  to  50  per 
cent.  If  we  take  33  per  cent,  as  the  average  of 
duties  paid,  this  gives  us  at  ouee  in  round  numbers 
a  million  of  dollars  of  revenue  sacrificed  by  Brazil 
under  the  new  treaty.  But  the  confessed  object  of 
the  treaty  is  to  enable  the  American  producer  to 
compete  with  other  countries,  and  so  increase  the 
expmts  from  the  United  States.  Suppose  the  ob- 
ject to  be  fully  attained,  so  that  the  United  Slates 
entirely  supplant  their  rivals,  thus  exporting  to 
Brazil  the  whole  twenty  millions  dollars  worth  of 
goods  under  Table  A.  In  this  case  Brazil  would 
sacrifice  an  annual  revenue  of  nearly  seven  millions 
of  dollars.     Supposing   that   under    the   treaty   the 


imports  from  the  United  Stales  should  lie  only 
equal  to  those  from  nil  other  countries,  even  then 
the  loss  of  revenue  to  IW,il  would  be  some  three 
ondoiie.hair  millions  of  dollars. 

Turning  now  to  Table  It,  we  find  ilia!  under  this 
hMti  the  United  States  send  to  Brull  articles  ol 
thB  value  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  out  of  a  total 
of  thirty-eight  millions.  Taking  50  per  cent,  as 
the  average  duty  on  these  articles,  the  immediate 
hiss  to  the  Brazilian  exchequer  would  be  some 
$250,000,  But  supposing,  as  before,  that  the  new 
treaty  should  fully   answer    its  purpose  and  enable 

American  producers  entirely  to  supplant  their  Eu- 
ropean rivals,  then  the  loss  of  revenue  to  llra/.i!

That  is  to  say,  under  the  new  treaty  Brazil  sacri- 
fices a  certain  and  immediate  revenue  of  3,(25,000- 
?ooo;  a  probable  revenue  of  14,750,000^000,  and  a 
possible  revenue  of  29, 500,000$000. 

But, you  ask:  "What  will  be  Hie  result  in  case  the 
United  Stales  impose  import  duties  on  Brazilian 
coffee,  sugar  and  hides?"  I  answer,  that  if  the 
same  duties  be  imposed  on  these  articles  from  all 
foreign  countries  then  Hra7.il  would  lose  nothing 
and  would  have  nothing  to  complain  of.  Hut  if  it 
be  supposed  that  the  United  Stales  will  impose  du- 
ties on  these  articles  from  Brazil  while  admitting 
Hie  same  articles  from  other  countries  free,  I  ans- 
wer, that  the  Supposition  is  too  wild  and  improba- 
ble to  be  worth  considering;  (or  this  would  bo  an 
act  so  unfriendly  to  Brazil  thai  (lie  worst  enemy  of 
the  United  Slates  would  not  suppose  it  possible. 

But  you  say  further,  "The  loss  of  the  American 
market  to  Brazilian  sugar  will  be  an  irreparable 
loss,  almost  a  death  blow  to  the  industry."  There 
is  no  ground  for  fearing  the  loss  of  the  American 
market.  So  long  as  Brazil  deals  fairly  with  the 
United  Stales,  imposing  no  preferential  duties 
against  American  products,  she  may  rest  assured 
tile  United  Slates  will  deal  fairly  with  her.  To 
suppose  otherwise  would  be  to  insult  the  great  re- 
public of  the  north  But  supposing  it  possible  that 
the  eldest  republic  should  deal  so  ungenerously 
and  so  unfairly  with  her  youngest  sister  as  to  ex- 
clude Brazilian  sugar  from  her  market,  even  then 
no  harm  would  be  done  to  Brazil.  The  United 
States  would  still  require  sugar,  and  in  increasing 
quantities,  and  if  she  should  shut  out  Brazilian 
sugar,  she  would  be  compelled  to  import  more 
largely  from  other  countries  that  now  supply  the 
European  markets.  This  would  at  once  increase 
the  demand  for  sugar  in  Europe  and  there  Brazil 
would  find  a  market  for  all  the  sugar  she  can  pro- 
There  is  probably  no  government  in  the  world 
that  depends  so  much  on  import  duties  as  Brazil. 
It  may  be  a  misfortune  that  it  should  be  so,  but  so 
il  is,  So  long  as  these  duties  are  fairly  imposed, 
no  foreign  country  has  any  ground  for  complaint, 
and  no  foreign  country  can  reasonably  or  fairly 
make  tariffs  hostile  to  Brazil.  No  self  respecting 
country  would  dream  of  such  hostile  proceeding, 
and  least  of  all  a  country  whose  friendship  for  Bra- 
zil is  so  notorious  as  is  that  of  the  United  States. 

But  if  Brazil  he  once  tempted  or  driven  to  con- 
cede special  advantages  to  one  country  to  the  dis- 
advantage of  other  countries,  she  thereby  not  only 
deprives  herself  of  revenue,  which  she  greatly 
needs,  but  acts  in  a  distinctly  unfriendly  manner 
to  countries  which  may  hitherto  have  been  her  best 
friends,  and  which  may  justly  retaliate  by  enacting 
hostile  tariffs  against  her.  The  policy  of  the  new 
treaty  is,  in  short,  a  policy  pregnant  only  with 
loss,  heart-burning  ami  strife, 

If  Brazil  is  wise,  she  will  avoid  the  thorny  and 
crooked  paths  of  so-called  reciprocity.  Let  her 
keep  steadily  to  her  course  of  dealing  evenhanded  - 
ly  with  all  nations,  and  she  will  have  nothing  to 
fear,  and  will  secure  the  respect  of  all;  but  if  she 
be  cajoled  or  compelled  to  grant  special  favors  to 
one  country  to  the  disadvantage  of  other  countries, 
she  will  not  only  inflict  a  direct  pecuniary  loss 
upon  herself,  but  will  alienate  ali  other  countries, 
to  gain  one  interested  and  doubtful  friend.

Ik  commerce  has  no  other  object  than 
that  of  supplying  a  government  with  reve- 
nue, then  we  must  admit  that  our  corres- 
pondent has  made  a  point  against  the  re- 
ciprocity treaty  with  the  United  States.  The 
abolition  of  certain  duties  certainly  implies 
the  loss  of  just  so  much  revenue.  But  does 
this  fairly  represent  the  question?  Is  Bra- 
zil giving  something  for  nothing,  or  is  she 
exchanging  favors?  Can  any  fair-minded 
man  claim  that  an  exchange  of  one  for  ten 
is  a  "sacrifice?"  It  is  admitted  that  the 
Brazilian  government  needs  all  this  revenue, 
and,  it  may  be  added,  would  spend  even 
more  could  it  be  raised.  But.  is  Litis  a  just 
reason  why  certain  concessions  should  not 
be  made  in  exchange  for  others  equal  or 
greater  in  value?  And  are  the  needs  and 
advantages  of  the  people  at  large  not  to  be 
considered?     If  they  can  get  cheaper   food, 


by  other  and  better  means,  such  as  a  tax  on 
land? 

As  for  calculations  based  on  suppositions 
which  we  are  invited  to  consider,  we  must 
beg  to  be  excused.  It  is  not  asked  nor  ex- 
pected  that    Brazil    shall    turn  her  markets 

over  to  the  United  Slates.  Certain  import- 
ant and  valuable  favors  have  been  granted 
to  Brazil,  and  it  is  neither  improper  nor  un- 
just to  ask  that  reciprocal  favors  be  granted 
in  return.  The  Brazilian  representative 
made  his  own  selection,  and  there  the  mat- 
ter rests  so  far  as  the  United  States  govern- 
ment is  concerned,  As  for  the  figures,  we 
must  ask  our  correspondent  to  look  them 
over  again  to  see  if  he  has  not  made  a  few 
very  serious  errors.  In  table  A  several 
items  have  long  been  on  the  free  list  and 
wheat  flour  really  paid  considerably  less 
than  15  percent.  Over  $3,000,000  out  of 
tne  S.J.394,633  represent  free  goods  and 
an  article  paying  less  than  15  per  cent., 
consequently  an  average  ol  3$  per  cent,  is 
nearly  three  times  too  large.  As  for  table 
B,  the  loss  in  revenue  will  depend  very 
largely  on  the  ability  of  American  merchants 
and  manufacturers  to  supply  the  articles, 
even  with  an  abatement  of  25  per  cent.,  as 
cheaply  as  they  can  be  obtained  elsewhere. 
In  food  products,  lumber,  furniture,  etc., 
the  advantage  will  probably  be  immediate 
and  important,  but'  it  will  be  an  advantage 
for  the  consumer  as  well,  As  for  the  other 
articles,  we  prefer  to  wait  for  results,  and 
not  delude  ourselves  with  suppositions, 

Turning  now  to  the  general  question, 
what  is  there  wrong  or  unfriendly  in  reci- 
procity? A  reciprocity  treaty  existed  for 
many  years  between  Canada  and  the  United 
Stales,  even  to  the  prejudice  of  the  mother 
country,  but  it  was  considered  highly  bene- 
ficial to  both  parties  concerned,  and  no  one 
thought  of  characterizing  either  country  as 
"unjust''  or  ''unfriendly.''  If  Brazil  choos- 
es to  enter  into  any  such  arrangement,  why 
is  she  worse  than  Canada  was?  As  to  the 
probable  action  of  the  States  in  case  the 
treaty  is  withdrawn,  it  is  simply  absurd  to 
treat  it  as  an  act  of  hostility.  The  taw  un- 
der which  the  treaty  was  negotiated  leaves 
no  choice.  The  United  States  offers  to  en- 
ter into  a  certain  free  exchange  of  products; 
ii  the  offer  is  declined,  it  is  neither  unjust 
nor  unfriendly  to  continue  or  impose  taxes 
to  offset  those  imposed  on  American  goods. 
The  law  establishes  the  imposition  of  du- 
ties as  a  rule,  and  suspends  them  in  cases 
where  reciprocity  treaties  are  celebrated.  If 
Brazil  rejects  the  treaty,  she  simply  chooses 
to  remain  under  the  general  dispositions  of 
the  American  tariff,  which  are  no  more 
hostile  to  Brazil  than  to  any  other  country.

eived    your    communication    of    the 
which  you  submit  to  my  consideration 
the    reports    of  importing   merchants   and  bankers 
un    the   state  of  trade   in  answer  to  the  questions 
you  addressed  to  them. 

From  these  reports  it  appears  that  the  causes 
that  have  unfavorably  affected  transactions  are  all 
accidental,  and  that  to  the  government  does  not 
attach  the  responsibility  therefor  which  it  has  been 
sought  to  attribute  to  it. 

It  is  not  the  government's  duty  to  take  any 
direct  action  in  the  matter,  nor  to  initiate  the  meas- 
ures indicated  111  those  reports  as  remedies  for  the 
evil. 

The  government  is,  however,  animated  with 
the  best  intentions  and  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  the 
law  permits,  to  correspond  to  the  intentions  of  the 
commercial  community  represented  by  the  authors 
of  the  reports  sent  me  by  the  Associac&o  Commer- 
cial of  Rio  tie  Janeiro.  It  expects  that  the  Asso- 
ciacao  and  the  bankers  who  suggest  those  measures 
will  do  their  part  towards  promoting  their  realiza- 
tion, a  work  for  which  they  are  especially  tilted  in 
view  of  their  interest  in  the  welfare  of  trade  whose 
progress  is  real  only  when  based  on  real  trans- 
actions in  which  the  means  are  in  due  proportion 
io  the  objects  to  he  attained. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  commercial 
community  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  allow  itself  to 
be  disheartened  in  regard  to  the  future  by  tempo- 
rary embarrassments  caused  by  a  want  of  foresight 
displayed  in  the  organization  of  certain  companies. 
Prudence  will  certainly  remedy  the  evil  thai  has 
been  done,  especially  since  we  have  in  the  coun- 
try such  promising  productive  elements  ready  to 
repair  the  harm  due  to  ibe  deviation  of  capital 
from  its  regular  channel. 

The  government  will  not  fail  to  perform  its  duty 
of  causing  all  rights  to  be  respected.  It  will  ob- 
serve the  existing  laws  and  those,;  which  the 
supreme  powers  may  enact  tor  the  benefit  of  com- 
merce, which  is  undoubtedly  a  powerful  promoter 
of  national  prosperity.

RECIPROCTI  Y  Willi  SPAIN. 

Unless  Spain  shows  a  more  libera!  disposition 
on  the  subject  of  reciprocity  she  may  find  the  duly 
on  her  sugar  restored  In  spite  of  the  state  depart- 
ment officials. 

It  is  known  that  tx- Minister  Foster  has  gone  to 
Madrid  to  explain  the  situation  to  the  Spanish  gov- 
eminent,  because  Secretary  Blaine  failed  to  get 
any  satisfaction  from  Senor  Suarez,  the  Spanish 
minister  here.  It  appears  that  Senor  Sttarez  de- 
sires to  drive  a  hard  and  unreasonable  bargain  with 
the  United  States,  by  which  he  expects  to  obtain 
large  concessions  for  his  government  without  giv- 
ing anything  to  speak  of  in  return)  in  other  words, 
Spain  wants  this  government  to  make  two  treaties 
with  her  upon  a  reciprocal  basis. 

First,  she  offers  in  return  (or  free  sugar  a 
number  of  insignificant  articles,  including  straw 
hats,  old  junk  and  vegetables. 

"Give  us  a  treaty  on  that  basis,"  says  she,  "and 
we  will  then  make  another  treaty  by  which  we  will 
let  in  your  flour  free,  il  you  will  reciprocate  with 
our  tobacco." 

It  is  thus  the  matter  stands,  and  Mr.  Foster  is 
gone  to  Spain  to  tell  the  authorities  there  that  11  is 
useless  to  expect  to  bring  about  reciprocal  relations 
between  the  two  countries  on  such  a  basis. 

It  is  well  understood  that  the  people  of  Hie 
United  Slates  are  not  yet  ready  to  declare  in  favor 
of  free  foreign  tobacco,  Besides  there  is  nothing 
in  the  reciprocity  provision  of  the  MeKinley  bill 
which  enables  our  representatives  to  bring  tobacco 
into  the  question.  The  language  of  the  act  is  very 
plain  in  that  connection. 

Under  tins  act  it  is  clear  that  Secretary  Blaine 
can  not,  if  he  wanted  to,  bring  tobacco  into  the 
negotiations.  The  lines  for  reciprocal  trade  have 
been  defined  by  Congress,  as  were  carried  out  in 
the  recent  treaty  with  Brazil.  Senor  Suarez,  act- 
ing doubtless  under  instructions  from  his  home 
government,  refuses  to  look  at  the  question  in 
that  light,  and  insists  that  tobacco  must  be  one  of 
the  features  of  the  proposed  treaty. 

In  view  of  Mr.  Foster's  experience  in  Spanish 
diplomacy  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  send  him  to 
Madrid  to  lay  the  matter  before  the  Spanish  gov. 
eminent  in  a  comprehensive  way.  Our  inillislei  to 
Spain,  E.  Bird  Grubb,  does  not  speak  Spanish  and 
carries  on  his  negotiations  with  the  aid  of  an  inter- 
preter.—Washington  correspondence  <>f  the  Mew

UNDESIRABLE  IMMIGRA  TION. 

Spurred  on  by  the  general  attention  which  the 
Mafia  troubles  in  New  Orleans  have  directed  10 
the  question  of  undesirable  immigration,  the  U.  S. 
Treasury  officials  are  vigorously  moving  toward  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  which  passed  Congress  on 
the  subject.  This  law  was  approved  by  the  Pre- 
sident on  the  last  day  of  the  last  session,  and  has 
for  its  object  the  exclusion  of  that  class  of  persons 
from  whom  the  Mafia  is  largely  recruited, 

In  substance  the  law  provides  that  the  following 
classes  of  aliens  shall  be  excluded  from  admission 
into  the  United  States,  in  accordauce  with  the 
existing  acts  regulating  immigration  other  than 
those  concerning  Chinese  laborers  :  All  idiots, 
insane  persons,  paupers  or  persons  likely  to  be- 
come a  public  charge;  persons  suffering  from  a 
loathsome  or  dangerous  contagious  disease;  persons 
who  have  been  convicted  of  felony  or  other  in- 
famous crime  or  misdemeanor  involving  moral 
turpitude,  polygaiuists,  and  also  any  person  whose 
ticket  or  passage  is  paid  for  with  the  money  of 
another,  or  who  is  assisted  by  others  to  come, 
unless  it  is  affirmatively  and  satisfactorily  shown 
on  special  inquiry  that  such  person  does  not  belong 
to  one  of  the  foregoing  excluded  classes  or  to  the 
class  of  contract  laborers  excluded  by  the  act  of 
1SS5,  but  not  to  exclude  persons  living  in  the 
United  States  from  sending  for  a  relative  or  friend 
who  is  not  of  the  excluded  classes,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may 
apply  to  or  exclude  persons  convicted  of  a  political 
offense,  notwithstanding  said  political  offense  may 
be  designated  as  a  "felony,  crime,  infamous  crime, 
or  misdemeanor,  involving  moral  turpitude,"  by 
ibe  laws  of  the  land  whence  he  came  or  by  the 
court  convicting. 

The  law  then  provides  for  a  medical  inspection 
under  the  marine  hospital  service,  and  authorizes 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  appoint  one  ins- 
pector for  each  customs  district  at  a  salary  not  to 
exceed  $t,20o  a  year. — Washington  dispatch  to 
N,  0.   Times-Democrat,  March  29. 


PAULISTA  RAILWAY. 

According  to  the  report  issued  by  the  board  of 
directors  on  the  26th  ult.  the  traffic  of  this  road 
has  increased  very  largely  in  the  last  few  years. 
From  1SS6  to  1S90  the  number  of  passengers  car- 
ried increased  from  197,651  to  347,444,  and  the 
freight  from  197,651  tons  to  300,761.  The  freight 
carried  by  the  steamboats  belonging  to  the  com- 
pany increased  from  2,2So  to  9,975  tons.

Last  year  the  company  declared  a  dividend  of 
17%  on  a  nominal  capital  of  20,000,000$,  lis 
reserve  fund  is  400,000$,  and  it  has  besides  a 
special  fund  of  720,000$  lor  meeting  lite  charges 
on  its  foreign  debt,  which  is  now  reduced  to 
£98,994  payable  in  1898. 

On  the  1st  of  February  the  company  reduced  its 
fares  and  freight  rates. 

In  June,  1890,  it  made  a  proposal  to  the  Ituana 
railway  company  to  purchase  that  road,  giving  one 
share  of  the  Faulista  company  for  two  ol  the 
Ituana.

it  not  time  that  the  government  took  sleps  to  com- 
pel railroads  running  "mixed  trains"  to  have  pow- 
er brakes  under  the  control  of  the  engine  driver? 
The  grades  of  this  country  call  for  better  control 
ol  trains  and  that  the  fast  freight  trains  now  run 
should  also  be  equipped  with  brakes  and  in  these 
matters,  at  least,  follow  the  good  lead  shown  in 
railroads  by  the  United  Slates.  In  ordering  new 
rolling  stock  a  good  opportunity  is  given  lo  grad- 
ually get  roads  equipped  with  automatic  power 
brakes"  of  either  Hie  Westinghouse  or  some  other 
system.  The  Central  of  Brazil  is  taking  some 
steps  in  applying  brakes  to  freight  trains.  The 
public  should  not  wait  until  some  latal  accident 
calls  attention  to  the  question  of  brakes. 

—In  an  official  communication  of  Match  171I1, 
Dr.  Pedro  Belim,  who  is  representing  Brazil  in 
the  American  railway  congress,  informs  the  gov- 
ernment that  three  expeditions  would  set  out  in 
April  lor  commencing  the  surveys  on  the  railway 
between  North  and  South  America.  One  of  ibese 
expeditions  would  work  on  the  section  between  the 
Mexican  frontier  and  the  center  of  Columbia,  and 
the  other  two  in  the  sections  comprised  in  the 
territory  belonging  to  Columbia,  F.quador  and 
Peru,  and  on  the  Venezuela  branch  road.

—The  Tymburibd  of  Rezende  (Rio  de  Janeiro) 
says  :  Trustworthy  opinions  estimated  a  short 
while  ago  the  1891  -92  coffee  crop  at  5,000,000  hags, 
but  that  only  4,000,000  could  be  brought  to  the 
deposit,  on  account  of  the  disorganization  of  labor 
and  difficulty  in  obtaining  laborers.  To-day,  how- 
ever, the  uncertain  weather  proves  to  us  that  the 
above  estimate  was  greatly  exaggerated  and  that 
a  rigorous  estimate  will  give  3,000,000  bags, 
subject  to  a  thousand  possibilities.  The  crop,  as 
promised  by  the  magnificent  November  blossom,  is 
more  than  half  sacrificed  j  besides  which  the  ripen- 
ing has  been  extremely  irregular,  and  it  is  frequent 
to  see,  even  now,  orchards  subjected  to  all  sorts  of 
dangers.  There  are  orchards  with  fruit  ready  for 
gathering,  perfectly  green,  but  formed  fruit,  fruit 
not  yet  developed,  and  which  promise  yet  another 
blossom.  In  the  west  of  S.  Paulo  the  coffee  crop 
is  extremely  insignificant,  and  the  coffee-producing 
zones  of  Minas  promise  nothing.  It  is  in  die  state 
of  Rio  that  the  crop  appears  to  be  most  abundant, 
without,  however,  corresponding  to  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  planters.  The  coming  crop,  at  current 
dricei,  is  estimated  at  6o,ooo,ooo$ooo.

—The  1st  and  2nd  mates  of  the  English  ship 
City  of  Yarmouth  were  arrested  011  ihe  29th  on  the 
charge  of  wounding  two  persons,  one  ol  whom  is 
a  sailor  belonging  to  that  ship. 

—Admiral  Wandenlcolk  has  again  tendered  his 
resignation  of  the  command  of  Ihe  navy.  The 
resignation  has  been  accepted  and  Ihe  office  is  to 
be  abolished. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  maintains  his 
decision  annulling  the  grant  made  to  Eduardo  da 
Silva  Abreu  for  gathering  the  fruit  of  the  burily 
palm  on  the  public  lands  from  Bahia  to  Aniazonas. 

—In  the  month  of  April  there  were  slaughtered 
7,814  beeves  belonging  (o  the  Companhia  Abaste- 
cimento  dc  Games  Verdes.  These  beeves  netted 
1,533.169  kilos,  of  dressed  meat  which  was  sold 
(or  65i,755$ioo. 

—There  has  been  a  "nickel"  famine  here,  and 
those  who  needed  subsidiary  money,  that  is  any- 
thing less  than  500$  notes,  had  lo  pay  a  premium 
for  their  nickels.  It  was  reported  that  large 
quantities  of  these  coins  had  been  sent  to  S.  Paulo. 

— The  coinage  at  the  Mint  last  month  was  as 
follows:  gold,  1,327  coins  of  20$,  g6of  10$;  silver, 
190,000  coins  ol  500  reis;  nickel,  465,000  coins  of 
100  reis;  bronze,  494,450  coins  of  20  reis;  total 
1,150,873  coins  amounting  in  value  to  178,889$. 

—  Another  new  loo  reis  postage  stamp  lias  ap- 
peared. The  symbol  of  the  southern  cross  has 
been  .substituted  by  ahead  symbolizing  the  Repub- 
lic. The  old  stamp  needed  improvement  to  be 
sure,  but  we  would  much  rather  see  the  Mint  coin- 
ing silver  and  nickel. 

—  The  Jornal  of  Ihe  1st  calls  attention  to  the 
circumstance  that  the  last  new  Almanack  Laem- 
met  I  gives  a  list  of  110  banks  (there  are  more  now) 
which,  with  an  average  of  three  directors,  give  us 
more  bankers  than  barbers  and  shoemakers  com- 
bined. 


—The  government  is  calling  for  lenders  for  the 

purchase  of  the  iron  factory  ol  S.  JoiVo  de  Ypn- 
ncma.  The  minimum  price  is  2,500,000$  and 
lenders  will  be  received  up  to  June  1st.

Mayade  Lrtcerda  to  lease  for  thirty  years  at  a  rent 
of  96,000$  per  annum,  lor  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing warehouses,  Hie  grounds  not  required  by 
Ihe  naval  school  on  Enxndns  island,  lias  been  de- 
clined by  the  government. 

—The  Jornal  hears  that  the  government  will 
not  accept  Barrio  dc  Capanema  as  representative 
here  ol  the  French  submarine  cable  company.  Il 
was  certainly  not  in  the  best  of  taste  to  appoint  a 
man  to  such  a  position  who  is  under  a  criminal  in- 
dictment. 

—In  its  issue  of  the  30th  ult.  the  Jornal  do 
CoMtnercio  says  that  the  price  for  which  Gen.  Gly- 
Cerio  sold  the  government  stock  farm  of  S.  Gabriel 
was  at  the  rate  of  4,500$  a  league  and  that  in 
1883  and  1SS7  the  government  had  refused  an 
offer  of  40,000$  a  league  for  the  same  land. 

— In  view  of  the  report  tliat  the  representatives 
of  the  lederal  district  intended  asking  the  gov- 
ernment to  proceed  to  the  definite  organization  ol 
the  municipal  council  of  this  city,  Deputies  Aris- 
tides  Lobo  and  Thomat  Delfino  disclaim  having 
any  such  intention,  being  willing,  they  say,  lo 
wait  lor  the  meeting  of  congress  whose  business 
it  is,  according  to  the  constitution,  to  organize  the 
district. 

—  In  its  issue  ol  the  2nd  inst.  the  Jornal  do 
Commeirio  says  that  on  the  previous  day  there 
were  about  thirty  persons  waiting  to  be  served  in 
ihe  stamp-tax  office  with  only  one  employe,  (a 
very  ill-bred  one)  to  serve  them.  The  evil  lo 
which  the  Jotttal  refers  is  one  of  long  standing  in 
all  the  public  offices,  and  if  the  press  can  cause 
any  improvement  to  be  made  in  this  respect,  it  will 
certainly  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  public. 

The  minister  ol  war  has  issued  orders  for  the 

eviction  ol  persons  who  have  settled  on  lands  in 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul  clandestinely  and  illegally 
alienated  by  Gen.  Glycerio.  The  general  tel- 
egraphs from  Campinas  that  he  thinks  there  must 
be  some  mistake,  as  he  does  not  remember  having 
disposed  of  those  lands,  which,  he  says,  he  ordered 
lo  he  colonized  on  government  account,  at  the 
request,  lie   believes,  of  the  Rio  Grande  deputies. 

—The  Diario  do  Commercto,  in  its  issue  of  the 
29th  ult,,  claims  to  have  been  informed  by  one  of 
lite  military  officers  recently  transferred,  that  Ihe 
Iranslers  are  made  for  the  punishment  ol  officers 
who  incur  the  government's  displeasure.  The 
Diana's  infoimanl  states  that  he  is  obnoxious  to 
the  government  because  he  opposed  Ihe  attack  on 
Ihe  Tribtma  office  and  counselled  submission  to 
the  action  of  congress  even  if  il  should  be  unfavor- 
able to  Hie  interests  of  Gen.  Deodoro  and  his  ring. 


—  In  view  of  the  terrible  disclosures  in  regard 
to  the  Sao  Sebastiao  hospital,  the  minister  of  agri- 
culture has  ordered  that  a  better  water  supply  be 
at  once  furnished. .  But,  Mr.  Minister,  you  are  too 
late!  More  water  lo-day  will  not  bring  the  dead 
back  lo  life ! 


—Dr.  Jose1  Antonio  Gomes,  after  serving  as 
chief  of  police  lor  49  days,  has  resigned  and  Dr. 
P,  A.  de  Oliveira  Ribe'iro  has  been  appointed  in 
Ins  stead.  The  cause  of  the  former's  resignation 
is  that  he  considered  himself  unable  to  maintain 
oriler  under  llic  legislation  now  in  force.  Uarao 
de  Lucena  eulogizes  the  outgoing  chief  for  the 
zeal,  prudence  and  energy  which  lie  found  lime  to 
display  .during  these  49  days.  Four  of  the 
delegates  resigned  al  the  same  time    with  the  chief. 

—The  Diario  Official  published  on  the  2nd  an 
editorial  defending  Gen.  Deodoro  from  the  attacks 
of  Major  Setzcdello.  Tcmpora  mutautm,  says  ihe 
Diano,  and  besides,  the  military  question  of  18S7 
was  originated  by  a  deputy  who  had  Ihe  im- 
pudence, although  he  was  nothing  but  a  civilian, 
lo  make  use  of  violent  and  virulent  language  ill 
regard  to  an  officer  of  ihe  army.  It  makes  all  ihe 
difference  in  the  world,  don't  you  see  ! 

—We  see  by  the  Gaseta  da  Tardt  that  the  Ital- 
ian papers  have  shown  much  surprise  that  the 
Tributia  question  was  settled  without  taking  the 
testimony  or  Gen.  Franzini,  who  was  wounded  in 
the  attack.  It  would  appear  Hint  the  Italian  papers 
were  not  aware  that  Ihe  investigation  was  solely 
para  ingles  vir.  The  testimony  of  Gen.  Franzini 
was  not  required  for  the  acquittal  of  the  officers  who 
undertook  to  manage  public  affairs  with  pistols  and 
knives. 

—The  government  has  instructed  the  adjutant- 
general  of  the  army  to  censure  Major  Serzedello 
for  a  violent  article  he  published  some  days  ago 
in  the  Gaseta  de  Nattcias.  This  leads  the  major 
to  remind  the  generalissimo  of  the  time  when  they 
both  contended  for  ihe  right  of  the  army  officers 
Ui  rush  into  print  and  air  their  grievances.  He 
avails  himself  of  the  opportunity  lo  ask,  since  he 
is  censured  for  a  breach  of  discipline,  what  punish- 
ment is  to  be  inflicted  on  the  President  of  the 
republic  who  has  violated  the  constitution.  Are 
we  going  to  have  another  military  question,  and,  il 
so,  what  will  become  of  the  presidential  tepublic? 

—  A  new  English  semi-weekly  journal  made  its 
appearance  here  on  Sunday  last  under  ihe  title  of 
ihi  Brazilian  Republic.  It  is  a  medium  size,  four 
page  paper,  and  is  printed  at  the  printing  office  of 
the  Jornal  do  Commercto,  although  no  imprint  ap,- 
pears,  and  no  publication  office  is  given.  We  arc 
advised  that  the  paper  is  edited  and  published  by 
Mr.  Jasper  L.  Haiben,  but  no  name  appears  in  its 
first  issue.  These  omissions  are  probably  due  lo 
an  oversight,  and  will  be  corrected  in  the  next 
number.  We  quite  #gree  with  the  editor  thai 
there  is  always  room  for  one  more,  and  he  has  0111 
best  wishes  (or  his  success.

Why  nut  slop 
the  crying  ot  false  news  also  t 

—  Owing  to  the  continued  prevalence  oi  fever 
mid  the  difficulty  of  securing  the  attendance  ul 
members  at  such  a  lime,  the  meeting  ol  the  English 
Reading  Club  for  to-morrow  evening  is  postponed 
to  May  20l)l. 

—  In  a  dispatch  of  the  30th  ult.  addressed  to 
the  " Torrens  Urhano"  registry  company,  the  min- 
ister of  finance  declines  to  make  the  registry  (if 
landed  property  obligatory  in  ihis  company,  The 
minister  very  properly  claims  that  the  power  to 
grant  this  favor  rests  solely  with  the  general  as- 
sembly. 

— On  the  1st  the  Jomal  do  Commtrcio  calls 
attention  to  u  case,  occurring  al  Itahia,  where  a 
quantity  of  codfish  liy  the  steamer  Finance  was 
entered  as  American  produce,  when  it  was  not. 
This  is  a  serious  matter  for  the  Brazilians  and 
justifies  in  part  the  orders  recently  given  lor  the 
use  of  consular  invoices  in  the  trade  with  the 
United  Slates. 

—  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  manager  of  the 
Botanical  Garden  tramway  has  discovered  another 
source  ot  amusement  —  a  curious  little  double- 
barreled  trumpet  which  is  attached  to  the  dashboard 
ol  a  tram-car  and  "looted"  whenever  the  driver 
and  Ins  friends  feel  like  it.  And  the  "  loot"  is  bad 
enough  to  make  one  wish  that  Manager  Cinlra  had 
discovered  a  torpedo  instead. 

—  In  view  of  the  many  speculative  enterprises 
launched  on  this  market,  both  industrial  and  com- 
mercial, the  great  majority  of  which  arc  without 
ical  capital  and  experienced  managers,  foreign  bus- 
iness houses  will  do  well  to  exercise  the  greatest 
caution  in  their  consignments.  It  will  be  safest 
and  best  to  consign  to  old  established  linns,  or  to 
send  documents  through  a  bank. 

—  Our  new  English  contemporary,  The  Bra- 
siliaa  Republic,  seems,  to  have  made  up  its  terms 
on  the  same  plan  first  adopted  by  the  Paiz  —  that 
is,  by  making  the  price  of  a  single  copy  less  than 
the  rale  charged  for  subscriptions,  lie  asks  100 
rets  a  copy,  and  12 $000  a  year.  If  oar  arithmetic 
is  not  al  laull  one  can  save  jttsl  i$6oo  a  year  by 
buying  the  paper  as  it  is  published,  which  amounts 
to  10^400  a  year. 

—  The  republican  opposition  has  resolved  upon 
the  organisation  of  a  new  parly,  to  be  called  the 
" constitutional  republican."  Il  will  sustain  the 
constitution,  advocate  the  autonomy  of  the  states, 
demand  religious  and  industrial  liberty  and  insist 
upon  a  free  ballot.  Among  the  leaders  ol  the  new 
party  are  Arislides  Lobo,  General  Jose"  Simeao, 
Admiral  L'uslodio  JosC  de  Mello,  Major  iSersedello 
and  Annibal  1'akao.
